Mr. Wright was a Confederate sol­ 
dier in his boyhood. He enlisted at the 
age of fifteen and served through the 
war, 
coining out a 
lieutenant. 
Ilis 
service was in a battery commanded 
by an uncle, in which Luke’s elder 
brother, Eiuridge, was a l s o an officer. 
Eldridge Wright commanded one sec­ 
tion of the battery at the fierce battle 
of Chicknniaugn. 
Luke Wright also 
commanded a section. During the bat­ 
tle an artillery sergeant who was an 
intimate of the Wrights ran up to 
Lieutenant Luke and said. 
“ Your brother is killed." 
“ Send his body to tin* rear and get 


the near duel between Abraham Lin­ 
coln and Attorney General shield- of 
Illinois when those g entlemen crossed 
over to Ml.v-.ouri to tight with broad 
swords, Lincoln as the challenged par­ 
ty having chosen that style <>f death 
dealing weapon. Shields lived to be a 
famous general and a United States 
senator from three states in succes­ 
sion.
